The  Summer  Scholars  Program  has 
been  in  operation  for  five  years.  This 
special  anniversar)'  year  proved  to  be 
challenging  and  irmovadve.  Fifty-four 
students  and  rwenty-one  staff  (a.m. 
and  p.m.  programs)  were  involved  in 
academic  endeavors  for  four  weeks 
during  the  last  two  weeks  in  July  and 
the  first  two  weeks  in  August. 
The  morning  (academic)  portion  of 
the  program  is  enrichment  and  support 
in  approach.  With  one  teacher  to  two 
students,  each  program  is  individualized 
and  designed  to  suit  the  students 
strengths  or  weaknesses. 

A  special  computer  component  was 
an  integral  part  of  each  student's  indi- 
vidual program,  with  the  goal  being 
integration  and  mastery. 

Another  program  highlight  was  the 
presentation  of  a  "B.H.  -  Summer 
Scholars  LIFER"  Certificate  to 
Kristine  Wilson  (our  Junior  School 
1997  Head  Girl).  She  has  attended  aU 
five  years  of  Summer  Scholars.  As  she 
will  be  "too  old"  for  B.H.S.S.  next 
year,  she  just  can't  stay  away  and  has 
decided  to  be  a  student  volunteer! 

Great  fiin  was  had  by  all  who  attended 
the  activity  (afternoon)  program, 
which  is  an  option,  but  very  popular. 
The  B.H.  bus  was  on  the  move  this 
year  to  Adventure  City,  the  Children's 
Mtiseum,  Oak  Hammock  Marsh  and 
many  other  "neat"  places!

During  the  summer,  an  exciting, 
long-awaited  transformation  began  at 
Balmoral  Hall  School.  Construction 
crews  moved  in,  and  building  of  a 
new  Athletic  Centre,  Theatre/Performing 
Arts  Centre,  a  Technology  Centre, 
additional  classrooms,  and  more,  began! 

These  improvements  are  supported 
by  the  final  phase  of  the  "Enriching 
Her  Tomorrows"  Capital  Campaign, 
which  was  initiated  three  years  ago. 
Since  1994,  parents,  grandparents, 
alumnae,  staff,  foundations  and 
friends  of  B.H.  have  pledged  and 
donated  more  than  $1,775,000. 
Many  thanks  are  extended  to  our 
donors  and  campaign  volunteers  who, 
through  their  efforts,  have  made  these 
renovations  possible.  Our  students 
will  continue  to  receive  the  finest 
educational  experience  possible. 

The  goal  of  the  building  project  is 
for  all  students  to  benefit  from  each 
component  of  the  new  facilities. 
Whether  it  be  Junior  School  students 
enjoying  the  theatre  for  assemblies 
and  holiday  concerts  or  Senior  School 
teams  competing  in  the  competition- 
size  gym,  these  additions  will  be 
greatly  appreciated.  The  theatre  will 
also  be  available  to  community 
groups  for  renting. 


A  New  Building  Committee,  headed 
by  Advisory  Board  member  Dr.  Stephen 
Coyle,  meets  monthly  to  review 
construction  issues.  The  Committee 
liaises  with  the  Construction 
Manager,  A.  Akman  &  Son  (1991) 
Ltd.  To  date,  construction  has  gone 
very  smoothly,  with  minimal  disruption 
to  students  and  programs. 

At  the  time  of  writing  (November  '97), 
the  mainframe  construction  has  been 
completed.  In  other  words,  all  exterior 
and  interior  walls  are  in  place,  the 
roof  is  on,  the  structure  of  theatre 
seats  has  been  done  and  the  theatre 
stage  has  been  poured.  Completion 
for  the  major  work  is  on  target  for 
spring  1998. 

Head  of  School  Diane  Bieber  says 
parents,  students  and  faculty  have 
been  great  about  making  any  necessary 
adjustments.  "We've  had  to  create  a 
temporary  location  for  the  locker 
room,  and  we've  asked  parents  to 
drop-off  and  pick  up  their  children 
in  a  different  fashion,  and  everyone 
has  cooperated  wonderfully."

Montreal,  a  vibrant,  cosmopolitan, 
historical  city,  was  the  site  of  the 
International  Independent  Schools 
Public  Speaking  Competition  in 
October.

16  to  18  year  olds.  The  students 
claim  this  was  the  best  away  trip  ever. 


A  Celebration  of 
Speech  and  Debate 

Saturday,  November  22nd  saw  the 
halls  of  Balmoral  Hall  filled  with  80 
student  competitors  from  16  schools, 
up  to  120  judges,  and  50  B.H.  smdent 
organizers,  participating  in  the  6th 
annual  Rupert's  Land  Public  Speaking 
Tournament. 

Over  the  last  six  years,  this  tournament 
has  grown  to  include  schools  from 
outside  Winnipeg.  This  year,  schools 
from  British  Columbia,  Alberta, 
Morden,  Altona  and  Stonewall  joined 
the  Wmnipeg  schools  in  competition.

In  the 
Persuasive  Speaking,  Sarah  Carter 
placed  first  and  Kristin  Westdal 
second.  In  the  Impromptu  Speaking, 
Sarah  Coates  placed  fifth. 

For  me,  as  the  Co-ordinator  of 
Speech  and  Debate  at  Balmoral  Hall, 
the  real  joy  of  this  tournament  is 
observing  the  students  organizing  the 
event  on  the  day.  One  of  the  strengths 
of  this  tournament  is  the  excellent 
manner  in  which  the  students  run 
each  round  of  competition.

Achievers  International

This  is  the  '90  s  -  a  decade  in  which 
more  women  are  entering  the  work 
force  and  the  business  world  -  than 
ever  before.  Women  are  becoming 
major  players  in  the  corporate  world 
and  are  taking  their  place  among  the 
previously  male-dominated  boardrooms. 

This  year,  approximately  20  young 
women,  from  Balmoral  Hall,  have 
entered  the  world  of  business  through 
the  Achievers  International  Business 
Program.  Ms  Donna  Alexander,  our 
teacher  advisor,  heard  about  the 
Program  last  year,  at  a  teachers 
conference  in  Calgary,  and  thought 
that  students  from  Balmoral  Hall 
would  be  the  perfect  candidates  for 
the  program.  Since  then,  the  idea 
has  taken  off^  and  we  are  forming 
an  incorporated  company  called 
Achievers  International  Inc. 

The  basic  idea  of  Achievers 
International  is  to  expose  high  school 
students  to  the  international  business 
world  and  the  "information  highway" 
through  a  hands-on  program.  Every 
school  in  Canada,  involved  in 
Achievers,  forms  a  company  and  is 
then  paired  with  a  school  overseas, 
which  has  formed  a  company,  as  weU. 
Throughout  the  year,  the  two  companies 


operate  interdependendy.  Each  company 
invests  in  a  product,  usually  one  that 
reflects  their  country's  culture.  That 
product  is  exported  to  the  country 
overseas  and  is  marketed  by  the  partner 
company  in  his/her  country.  This 
way,  each  company  learns  how  to 
import,  export,  and  market  products. 

The  program  is  run  both  in  the 
Business  Education  class  and  as  an 
extra-ciurricular  activity,  to  provide 
the  opportunity  for  involvement  to  all 
students  from  Grades  7  to  Senior  4. 
In  early  September,  all  of  the  interest- 
ed participants  were  interviewed  and 
assigned  official  positions  by  Brenda 
Wilcox  (Health  Sciences  Centre)  and 
Diane  McGowan  (Bank  of  Nova 
Scotia).  The  executives  of  the  compa- 
ny are  Chandra  Gunther  (president), 
Kathy  Rogozinski  (finance),  Ginny 
Koreman  (administration).  Crystal 
Bewza  (marketing  exports),  Kristen 
Gale  (marketing  imports),  Claire 
McLaughlin  (communications),  and 
Julie  Ryckman  (human  resources). 
Other  students  who  are  involved  are: 
Amanda  Salaam,  Anna  Penner, 
Dorice  Tepley,  Cody  Yiu,  Nina  Kaler, 
Cindy  Cheung  and  Kim  Chourarath. 

Now,  the  corporate  ball  is  rolling. 
All  of  the  students  have  contributed 
significandy  to  the  day-to-day  business, 
during  weekly  after-school  meetings 


and  during  class  time.  Already,  we 
have  been  exposed  to  many  aspects 
of  how  a  business  operates.  We  have 
approached  business  and  the  govern- 
ment (Jim  Downey,  Minister  of 
Industry,  Trade  and  Tourism)  for 
financial  support  and  have  successfiilly 
received  sponsorship  from  The  Bank 
of  Nova  Scotia,  who  has  agreed  to 
cover  most  of  our  telecommunication 
fees,  issued  us  an  overdraft,  and  are 
waiving  our  service  charges.  We  have 
done  a  great  deal  of  research  into  the 
Scottish  market,  to  find  out  what 
kinds  of  products  the  general  public  is 
interested  in  buying.  We  have  exercised 
our  shopping  skills  at  the  Forks  and 
other  cultural  shops,  trying  to  find  our 
distinctly  Canadian  items,  for  export. 
We  have  learned  about  different  ways 
in  which  we  communicate  with  our 
Scottish  counterpart,  St.  Ninian's  High 
School  in  Glasgow,  including  e-mail 
and  video  conferencing. 

Achievers  International  has  given  us, 
the  business  women  of  tomorrow,  a 
head  start  in  the  corporate  world.  By 
managing  our  own  business,  we  are 
getting  a  taste  of  what  the  world 
of  business  is  all  about.  Achievers 
promises  to  provide  many  learning 
opportunities  about  international  trade, 
communication  networks,  financial 
management,  and  team  building.
